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In response to the Office Letter mailed 1/30/2003, please amend the above application as 
follows: 



Claims: Cancel all claims of record and substitute new claims 13 to 22 as follows. 



13. A bottom bracket assembly for a bicycle comprising a spindle that is rotatably held in an 
outer bracket portion with at least two cartridge bearings, each including outer and inner 
races, where: 

a) the inner races of said cartridge bearings are fit onto said spindle and the outer 

races of said cartridge bearings are fit into said outer bracket portion; 

b) both said inner races are fixed on said spindle in both axial directions by abutting 

inner and outer stop elements; 

c) at least one of said outer races is mounted in said outer bracket portion such that 

it is free to move in both axial directions.
